Sales tax charge 
to be protested 


TheHope City Directors, at their meeting last Thurs- 


day, decided to protest a planned sales tax charge by 
the State Revenue Department on free service being 
rendered by the city utility system. 


The Hope Water and light Plant furnishes free water 


and electric service to all schools, city parks, and 
playgrounds and all municipal uses, including street 
lighting, according to Garland Medders, city manager. 
Free service is also furnished to the Hempstead County 
Library and the Chamber of Commerce. A recent audit 
by the State Revenue Department of the city's utility 
operations revealed that the city has not paid sales tax on 
the free service, which amounts to about $245,000 since 
June 1,1969. 


According to Medders, the state plans to charge sales 


tax on the service, and the action will be protested by the 
city "since we cannot agree whether service furnished 
free should be subject to sales tax," Medders said. 


The directors also discussed recommendations of the 


Insurance Services Office, on the location and equipping 
of an additional fire station for the north side of Hope. 
The state office recommended that the sub-station have 
two men on duty at all times and that the station be 
equipped with a 1,000-gallon-per-minute pumper.

SAIGON (AP) — Nearly 100 


U.S. B52 bombers and a naval 
task force of more than a dozen 
cruisers and destroyers blasted 
North Vietnamese positions on 
both sides of the demilitarized 
zone today in some of the heav- 
iest bombardments of the war. 


The raids were in support of 


a 20,000-man South Vietnamese 
counteroffeive on the northern 
front. They had the two-fold ob- 
jective of destroying North 
Vietnamese troops and supplies 
already on the battleground 
and cutting off reinforcements 
and war materials reportedly 
moving south. 


The Saigon command report- 


i d light fighting on the edges of 
Quang Th, the provincial capi- 
tal which fell to the North Viet- 
namese May 1. It said South 
Vietnamese paratroopers driv- 
ing from the East had inched 
their way to within 200 to 300 
yards of the Citadel, the 19th 
century fortress in the heart of 
the city. 


A dozen B52s struck north of 


the demilitarized zone on both 
sides of the port city of Dong 
Hoi against elements of two 
North Vietnamese divisions. 
U.S. military sources said the 
troops were on the move south- 
ward, presumably to join two 
badly battered divisions in 


Quang Tri province. 


More than 80 giant Stratofort- 


resses struck to the North, 
West, South and Southwest of 
Quang Tri city, dropping about 
2,500 tons of bombs on North 
Vietnamese positions. 


The U.S. Navy said the de- 


stroyer Shelton destroyed near- 
ly 30 North Vietnamese em- 
placements and triggered 10 
secondary explosions in bomb- 
ardment near Quang Tri city. 
Other ships of the 13-vessel 
task force firing from offshore 
included the guided missile 
cruiser Oklahoma City, flagship 
of the 7th Fleet, and the de- 
stroyer escort Hepburn. 


Another task force made up 


of

destroyers 
Robison, 


Hammer, Warrington and Hull 
bombarded 
transshipment 


points and storage areas above 
the DMZ. The 7th Fleet said 
the Hull and Robison also de- 
stroyed two boatloads of sup- 


plies taken off freighters—pre- 
sumed to be Chinese—at a 
point southwest of Hon La 
island, about 30 miles north- 
west of Dong Hoi. The freight- 
ers were not attacked. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that American fighter-bombers 
flew more than 240 strikes 
against North Vietnam on Sun- 
day. All of the raids were well 
below Hanoi in the southern 
half of the country.

Chief Referee Lothar Schmid 
announced shortly after noon, 
however, that the adjourned 
game would go on in the main 


hall where the 24-game match 
began last Tuesday. 


Fischer had said that the 


cameras in the main exhibition 
hall of the Sports Palace dis- 
turbed him. 


The opening of Fischer's 41st 


move was the signal for the re- 
sumption of play. 


The 29-year-old Brooklynite 


backed down on a threat to fly 
home Sunday and appeared for 
the third game in a small up- 
stairs room of the Reykjavik 
sports hall. Spassky, 35, playing 
the white pieces, had already 
made his first move. 


Fighting to overcome the 


Russian's 2-0 lead, Fischer 
forced Spassky to the defensive 
midway in the 5-hour, 18-min- 


ute session. At adjournment he 
was in a position to threaten 
the Russian's king. At the 
pause, each player had his 
king, queen and one bishop re- 
maining while Fischer had six 
pawns to Spassky's five. 


Isaac Kashdan, the inter- 


national grandmaster analyzing 
the match for The Associated 
Press, said Fischer had ex- 
cellent winning chances. He 
said in a clash of grand- 
masters, the one pawn advan- 
tage could be decisive. 


Spassky won their opening 


game at Reykjavik last week 
and was declared winner of the 
second by forfeit when Fischer 
failed to appear because he ob- 
jected to hidden television cam- 


eras filming the match. 


Officials overruled the Ameri- 


can's appeal against the forfeit, 
and until the last minute it was 
uncertain if Fischer would con- 
tinue. He and two lawyers as- 
sisting him in Iceland had seats 
booked on a Sunday afternoon 
flight to New York, but they 
did not leave. Instead, at Fis- 
cher's insistence, the match 
was moved to the small room 
and the audience of paying fans 
in the big sports hall down- 
stairs watched on closed circuit 
television. Apparently Fischer 
had no objection to that TV 
equipment.

During 
his 24 years as the symbolic 
head of Eastern Orthodoxy, 
Athenagoras worked constantly 
for reunification with the Ro- 
man Catholic and Protestant 
churches and for closer rela- 
tions among the 15 independent 
Orthodox churches. 


Demetrius in his enthrone- 


ment address Tuesday is ex- 
pected to announce his dedica- 
tion to the goals of his prede- 
cessor.

and draw it together, and his 
successor is believed certain to 
go ahead with this project.

Income is best 
in history of 
U.S., or is it? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


i midpoint of national family in- 
'come yrent over $10,000 last 
year for the first time in U.S. 
history, but inflation eliminated 
all the gain in purchasing pow- 
er, the Census Bureau said to- 
day. 


According to the bureau, of 


the 53.3 mllion families in the 
United States, 27.6 million or 
51.7 pei cent received income 
of J10.000 or more in 1971. 


The bureau figured that me- 


dian family income, or the 
middle point of family income, 
was $10,285 last year. The fig- 
ure is not an average. 


A year earlier median family 


income was $9,870. Purchasing 
power was unchanged because 
of rising prices, the bureau 
said. 


The bureau said there were 


9.9 million families or 18.5 per 
cent with incomes between $7,- 
000 and $10,000, 6 million fami- 


Pravda says 
U.S. faking 
withdrawal 


MOSCOW (AP) — Pravda ac- 


cused the United States today 
of faking its withdrawal from 
Vietnam and called for peace 
negotiations on the basis of 
Communist proposals. 


"There is no Pentagon with- 


drawal whatsoever from Viet- 
nam. 


"American units are simply 


moving to other positions," 
commentator Vitaly Korionov 
wrote in the Soviet Communist 
party newspaper.

Politics can make 
marriage in teresting

WASHINGTON (AP) - Poli- 


tics may not improve a bad 
marriage, but it can make a 
good one more interesting, says 
Louella Dirksen, widow of the 
colorful Republican senator 
from Illinois, Everett McKinley 
Dirksen. 


Mrs. Dirksen, commenting on 


recent stories that politics and 
marriage often spell divorce, 
said political wives must cater 
to their husbands' erratic time 
schedules to keep the marriage 
together. 


"If your husband is going to 


be in politics, you have to make 
the adjustment," she said, ad- 
mitting her views might be con- 
sidered 
old-fashioned and 


counter to many women's liber- 
ationists. 


"It's lonely at times," she 


said in an interview, "but the 
main thing is you have to be 
flexible. You nave to have 
faith, but it pays big in the long 
run." 


Mrs. Dirksen has written a 


book, "The Honorable Mr. 
Marigold," which chronicles 
her 42 years of marriage with 
Dirksen who died almost three 
years ago while he was minor- 
ity leader of the Senate. She re- 
fers to her husband as "Mr. 
Marigold" because of his long- 
time effort to have the mari- 
gold named America's national 
flower. 


The book is a love story that 


highlights the couple's 37 years 
in Washington's political arena. 
Like many politicians' wives, 
Mrs. Dirksen said she had sole 
responsibility for disciplining 
their only child, Denise, and 
many of her days were spent 
alone. 


"There were many times dur- 


ing Everett's first term in of- 
fice that my heart ached for 
him," she writes. "Being so 
new and naive in the game of 
national politics, I was shocked, 
appalled, and hurt at the vilifi- 
cations my husband received 
for not going along with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's sweeping New 
Deal program." 


Mrs. Dirksen suggests that 


young politician's wives should 
seek out the wife of one of their 
husband's colleagues for first- 
hand information on what 
makes Washington tick. 


"Some women can adjust bet- 


ter than others," sne said, "but 
it's a trying task for anyone. It 
helps to have someone who 
knows the ropes and under- 
stands the strains you're un- 
der." 


Mrs. Dirksen also warns poli- 


ticians' wives to be wary of the 
press, "especially if they're 
young, attractive and full of 
charm." 


"You can't just plunge right 


into Washington and say what 
you think," she said. 


"I often thought if I kept still, 


my husband wouldn't have to 
account for anything I said. If I 
wanted to soapbox, I'd wait un- 
til he came home at night. I'd 
use him as a sounding board. It 
was safer."

Navy finds flaws in planes

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Navy found 43 major flaws in 
test models of its new F14 
fighter plane during a prelimi- 
nary evaluation late last year, 
according to congressional tes- 
timony made public today. 


Sixteen of those deficiencies 


related to safety. 


The Navy told a House Ap- 


propriations subcommittee that 
"corrective action is under 
way" and that a majority of 
the repaired aircraft would be 
ready for testing this summer. 


This testimony, which also 


reported 75 minor problems 
with the F14, came during 
closed-door budget hearings 
last April. 


An F14 crashed into Chesa- 


peake Bay June 30, killing its 


civilian test pilot. Navy sources 
said divers still are recovering 
pieces of the plane and that 
cause of the crash has not yet 
been determined. 


The specific problems de- 


tected during evaluation flights 
by Navy pilots last November 
and December were referred to 
only sketchily in the April re- 
port to the House subcom- 
mittee.

The Grumman Corp., builder

Prison quiet 
after riot 


JESSUP, Md. (AP) — The 


Maryland House of Corrections 
remained quiet early today as 
officials tried to assess the situ- 
ation at the maximum security 
prison following a 12-hour riot 
that left four guards and four 
inmates injured. 


"It was the worst damage 


I've seen," said Gov. Marvin 
Mandel, whose agreement to 
meet with an inmate delegation 
finally prompted the last few 
hundred of the rebelling prison- 
ers to return to their cells 
about 5 a.m. Sunday. 


Many fires had erupted spo- 


radically almost from the onset 
of the inmates' rampage. Offi- 
cials said the trouble began 
Saturday evening with an es- 
cape attempt in the outdoor 
recreation yard. 


Initial estimates of damage 


ran as high as $1.5 million. 


Mandel, after meeting with 


the inmate delegation, said he 


would look into some of the 
grievances. He said there were 
no demands voiced by the in- 
mates. 


Specifically mentioned, the 


governor said, were the areas 
of medical service and the clas- 
sification board, which assigns 
inmates to the various in- 
stitutions within the state cor- 
rections system. 


As of early today there were 


still no communications within 
the 1,500-inmate, predominantly 
black institution. 


However, State Police were 


maintaining a command and 
communications post on the 
grounds for the 25 or so troop- 
ers on hand as a precautionary 
measure, a spokesman stated. 


Several officials blamed a 


lack of guards and other al- 
leged inadequacies for the up- 
rising which prison officials ad- 
mitted ran "out of control." 


Football field is 
refuge for 4,000 
leaving Belfast 


BELFAST (AP) — Nearly 4,- 


000 Roman Catholic women and 
children camped overnight in a 
football field after leaving their 
homes in a Belfast battle zone 
to protest the British Army's 
occupation of the area. 


Five more deaths Sunday 


pushed Northern Ireland's toll 
this year to 236 killed, already 
the worst since 232 died in sec- 
tarian battling in 1922. A land 
mine killed two British soldiers 
at Crossmaglen; a policeman 
and a civilian were shot in Bel- 
fast, and an 18-year-old youth 
died in a riot in Strabane. 


The Catholic women and chil- 


dren followed their priest, Fa- 
ther Jack Fitzsimmons, out of 
the Lenadoon Avenue area Sun- 
day claiming the army's show 


of force was "endangering their 
lives." 


The troops and gunmen of the 


Irish Republican Army have 
been squared off in the area 
since last Thursday. Despite 
army fears that the exodus was 
planned to clear the ground for 
a massive IRA attack, there 
were only sporadic incidents. 


Father Fitzsimmons and oth- 


er community leaders nego- 
tiated until after midnight with 
British officials in an attempt 
to get the troops pulled out. 
Meanwhile, the women and 
children bedded down in the 
open or in tents at nearby 
Casement Park.
